The want of a Royal Licenſe was the 2 Objection made 
uſe of te diſcourage their Requeſts. It might as well have been 
pretended, that a Licence was neceſſary, to Addreſs, as to diſpatch 
any of the Buſineſs they offer'd (in the manner they offer d it) to be 
conſider d. But if the Objection were Real, ſome Care methinks 
ſhould haue been taken to remove it. The Powers requiſite for this 
purpoſe might, if asd, haue been certainly, and eaſily obtain d from 
the moſt Gracious of Princes, nom ſitting en the Throne, who, with- 
out being ask'd, hath been more — to the Clergy, than all 
Her Predeceſſors ſince the Reformation.

While all Motions from the Lower Houſe, which tended towards 
Buſineſs, were thus checkd and repreſsd. No Offers of the ſame 
kind were ever made from the Upper; nor any ha, in Eight Tears 
propesd from thence, beſides an Addreſs, now and then, with ſome 
Diſcriminating Clauſe, which might turn to the Reproach of the 
Clergy, if they comply d with it, and render them Obnoxious, if they 
refus d it. We know, mh ſaid——If a Son ſhall ask Bread of 
any of You that is a Father, will he give him a Stone? Or if 
he ask Fiſh, will he for a Fiſh, give him a Serpent? Or if 
he ſhall ask an Egg, will he give him a Scorpion 7 The Reverence 
I bear towards our Spiritual Fathers, inclines me rather to leave the 
Application of theſe Words to the Reader, than to make it my ſelf. 

Upon the whole, therefore, it is Evident that the Clergy did, what- 
ever they could, firſt, to remove Obſtrutftions of diſputed Rights and 
Priviledges, which were laid in the way towards Buſmeſs;, and, then, 
to bring on ſuch Buſineſs, as might effeftually quiet their Diſputes 
about Preliminary Forms and Uſages. If in neither of ' theſe At- 
rempts they ſucceeded, it was their great Misfortune, but in no de- 


gree their Fault. could not poſſibly make greater Advances.

"EVER did any Body of Men meet together, more 
heartily diſpos'd to purſue the Aethods of Peace, 
than the Clergy, called to Convocation, Oct. 25.1705. 

A. They gave a clear Proof of it, on the very day of 
their Aſſembly; when, after chooſing a Prolocutor, they for- 
bore to exert their known Right of placing him in the Chair, 
becauſe they found it vehemently oppos'd by ſome of their

on all their Future Proceedings. They contented themſelves,

When the Prolocutor was afterwards confirmed, both His and 


his Preſenter's Speeches, breath'd nothing but an Earneſt Deſire

They found no Returns to theſe Advances, no manner of 
Encouragement to proceed in theſe Meaſures, and yet they

But tho* the Methods taken by the Lower Houſe. to pre- 
vent a new Rupture, were ineffectual, yet ſtill they hop'd, 
that their Differences might have been confin'd within the 
Walls where they aroſe, without any farther Appeals to the 
Publick, They were deeply ſenſible of the ſad Conſequences ' 
with which ſuch printed Appeals were attended; of the Miſ- 
chief they did to Religion, of the Diſgrace they brought up- 
on the Order, and of the Opportunities they gave to the Ene- 
mies of 'both, not only of ſporting themſelves with our Di- 
vifians, but of carrying on the Caufe of Infidelity more fuc- 
cefifully and ſecurely. However, none of theſe Conſiderati- 
ons reſtrainid an Indiforeet Pen from imparting to the 
World, even while the Body was fitting, an Accamt of fore 
of their Prooredingt, which he thought capable of an Invidious 
Turn. His Pamphlet, though printed, was not as yet pub- 
liſh'd'; but ſecretly ſent through the Province, ſo as to reach 
thoſe only who were moſt likely to credit, and diſperſe the 
Accounts given in it. It was not till March 1. that the 
Lower Houſe had any notice of it; and then I find this Entry 
in their Acts.

not join in; yet, in deſerence to your Lordſhips, they have once 
more conſider d your Addreſs ;, and, after the moſt ſerious Delibera- 
tion, find no reaſon to depart from their former Reſolution, of not 
concurring with your LT in that Addreſs. | 
Your Lordſhips were farther pleasd to expect, that, if we did not 
agree to it, we ſhould bring up our Exceptions againſt it. We

Let it not be ſaid, that the ih Convocation is composd of 
four Provinces, and doth therefore differ in its Conſtitution 


from Ours: For that difference is of no moment in the pre- 
ſent Debate ; ſince, whatever Rights and Privileges belong to 
the Clergy of four Nrovinces, aſſembled in Synod, with regard 


to the four Metropolitans and Biſhops of thoſe 'Provinces, be- 
long equally to the Clergy of any ſmgle Province, with regard 
to the Metropolitan and Biſhops of that Province. And, there- 
fore, if the One can Adjourn themſelves, or hold Intermediate 
'Sefſions, &c. ſo can the Other. This is manifeſt even from our 
own Practice here in England ; where, when the two Provinces 
meet together, (as they have frequently done, ſince the time 
of H. 8.) the very ſame Methods af Proceeding, and Ad- 
journing, do, in every reſpect, obtain, as are pracis'd in the 
ſeparate Synod of the Province of Canterbury : The Primate of 
all England then preſides in the United Synod here, as the Pri- 
mate of all freland does there; nor is his Power above, or the 
Rights of the Clergy below, a whit diminiftfd, or enlarg'd, by 

the Union, or Separation of theſe two Afſemblies. | 
I wou Id willingly preclude all poſſible Cavils, by which the 
Authority of, this pregnant Proof may, in any one Branch of 
it, be weakned, or Auded ; and therefore ſhall, e er I pro- 
ceed, obſerve to the Reader, that the Formality's of declaring 
the Adjaurnments of Convocation in England, and Ireland, are 
ſomewhat different. For here the way 1s, after the Ad journ- 
ment made by the Archbiſhop and Biſhops in the Upper-Houſe, 
and in this, or the like manner, entred in their Acts, [ Dom. Ar-

vocationem—-uſque ad, &c.] to draw up an Inſtrument, or Sche-

Conſent 
of the Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and an Account of it in writing 
is ſent down by the Atuary of that Houſe. But this makes 
no manner of difference, as to the Archbiſhop's Power of Ad- 
jourming ; which continues the ſame, whether he declare the 
Adjournment by Word of Mouth only, or in Writing; with a 
Schedule, or without one: As the Prereguing Power of the Crown 
is the ſame, whether it be exerted by a Wrir under the Great 
Seal, or viva voce by the Prince, then preſent: in Parliament. 
In both Kingdoms the way equally is, firſt, to make the Ad- 


Journment in the Upper- Houſe, by a Vote of that Houſe, entred

This Authentick Account of things in Ireland, as it eftabliſh-

moſt popular and prevailing Objection againſt them was, that 


they were inconſiſtent with the due ſubordination of Presbyters 
to Biſhops, and tended to introduce ſuch a Levelling Parity, as 
muſt end in Diſorder and Confuſion. A vain and groundieſs 
Pretence; effectually confuted by-a Reflexion on the preſent 
State of Affairs in Ireland! where all theſe Rights and Pri- 
viledges; which are thought here ſo Miſchievous and Danger- 
ous, ãre enjoy d by the Lower Clergy, without the leaſt Dimi- 
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nution of that filial Reſpect and Duty which they owe to their 
Superiors. The Biſhops of Ireland are fo far from feeling, or 
fearing any Conſequences of this kind, that by their Means 
chiefly, as well as with their entire Approbation, the Lower Cler- 
gy have been put into Poſſeſſion of theſe Rights: And the 
Event of this Wiſe and Fatherly Conduct hath been, that they 
have met with all the returns of Reverence and Obedience that 
could poſſibly be pay'd to them. Let my Lords the Biſhops, 
here in England, but venture to try the ſame Methods, and 
any one may venture to promiſe, that they ſhall find the ſame 
Succeſs. But if this End be not aim'd at, or regarded; If a 
-Reſolation be taken, for Reaſons not difficult to be gueſs'd at, 
either to divide us among our ſelves, or to ſubdue us into an 


implicite dependance; in vain are all our Pleas, Arguments, 


and Applications: the Reſolution taken, will be purſued, till 
God, in his Mercy, ſhall be pleas'd to give a Check to it, and 
turn the Courſe of things into a different Channel. And to that 
Time we muſt patiently refer our ſelves. N 


In the Preface to theſe Papers I have ſhewn, that One way, 
which the Clergy took towards Peace, was, by ſetting forward 
Buſineſs of a Publick Nature and Conſequence. This they en- 
deavour'd from the verytime that the Rupture happen'd; nordid 
the Repulſes, they met with on this Head, diſcourage them from 
renewing the Attempt. Propoſals, therefore, were made by them 
in every Convocation ; ſuch, as if they had found a Reception ſui- 
table to the honeſt Zeal with which they were fram'd,might have 
had verygood and laſting Effects. One Inſtance of this kind the 
Lower-Houſe A#s of Feb. 19.
